After ten years of weary waiting the sport} 
ing fraternity of St. Louis have at last been 
provided with a place in which they can in- 
duige their gambling instincts to their 
heart’s content, A veritable Monte Carlo on 
minzature scale has been opened up for their 
benefit, and is now running in full blast. 
There the gambler cen find almost any game 
he may fancy, and may play without fear of 
any rude interruption onthe part of the au- 
thorities. 

The elysium of sports is located on the II- 
linois side of the river, where race-tracks 
and their Kindred industries have lately 
flourished. Madison boasts of its possession 
and itis situated directly opposite the new 
track there. A special train leaves St, 
Louis every evening expressly to convey 
prospective patrons to the place and brings 

them to this city when they have sufficiently 
indulged their taste. A variety of games are 
provided and are run, if not under the pro- 
tection, at least without the interference of 
the fathers of the town. 
RUNS WIDE OPEN.

BELL’S OPINION, 

Ex-City Counselor Leverett Bell acknowl- 
edges that the Laclede’s charter is very 
broad, but does not believe it carries conduit 
privileges. ‘‘If the Laclede should under- 
take to lay a conduit ander its charter from 
the State I think it would be stopped by the 
courts as soon as it had dug a spadeful of 
earth. The Laclede’s charter is a perpetual 
one and is very broad, Dut it does not, in my 


opinion, confer the right to construct and 
operate a conduit. When that charter was 
granted by the Legislature it was not sup- 
posed that much could be madeof it, The 
st. Louis Gas Co. was in possession of the 
city, and it was not believed that the Laclede 
could pick up any business of value. Fifteen 
years after the charter was granted it was 
taken in hand dy some St. Louis capitalists, 
who expended a great deal of money in 
getting Eastern capital interested in it. But 
it was not for several years that it got into 
the position to make war on the St. Louis Gas 
Co. and eventually to force a division of the 
territory. By the way, the Laciede’s charter 
is one of not more indu a half dosen per- 
petual charters granted by the Legislature. 
The Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad Co, has one, 
the Masonic Grand Lodge of Missouri another 
andthe Laclede a third. Those are all lI re- 
member now, but there may be two 
or three more. But the charter 
does not authorize the construction of a con- 
duit to carry electric wires.’’ Mr. Bell con- 
strues the paragraph of the municipal elec- 
tric lighting contract quoted above to mean 
that the city shall only pay a just proportion 
of the expense of placing the wires under 
ground after the advantages accruing to the 
companies from the burial of their wires 
shall have been deducted. The cost of oper 
2 the lines after the Wires are buried, 
Mr. Bell says, will de very much less than 
that of operating them overhead, and this 
advantage to the companies will be set down 
as a partial offset to the expense to the oper- 
ating companies of going under ground. 
@‘‘Thecity’s share of the e nsé will not 
be mo re than 25 per cent,’’ said Mr, Bell.

Assistant Oireuit Attorney Bisho 

What Mr. Bishop Has to Say in De- 
tense of His Action—Attosnery Me- 
Dons!d’s Views. ae

The action of Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Orrick Bishop in accepting a plea of man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree yesterday in 
the case of Midwife Henrietta Bamberger 
ot 919 Chouteau avenue has provoked many 
expressions of indignant surprise from the 
Four Courts officials who are familiar with 
the facts in the case. Mrs. Bamberger is the 
mother of Midwife Lizzie Hotson, who figured 
in the Laura Fitts case three years ago. 
Mrs, Bamberger has been arrested at 
different times for plying her nefarious trade, 
but always managed to get off. 

This time she was caught dead to rights, 
In April 
last she performed a criminal operation 
on Mrs. Alice Jones of 2708 Eads avenue, In 
fact, she performed more than one operation 
on the woman. Two were testified to before 
the Coroner. The . midwife was 
80 completely overwhelmed that 
she made no attemptat concealment, but 
confessed it to two physicians who attended 
Mrs, Jones, in the presence ofjothers. As 


one witness put it, she admit- 
ted it before everybodys, meaning 
those who were present at the dying 


woman’s bedside. 

The police were jubilant when she was ar- 
rested, as they had been after her fora 
long time, and thought that at last she 
would get her deserts, which were, at least, 
aterm in the Penitentiary. She was indicted 


on a charge of manslaughter in 
ths second degree which, had she 
been tried and convicted on it 


and given the highest sentence, would have 
insured her residence in Jefferson City for 
five years.. She is allowed, however, to 
plead guilty and choose between paying 
a fine of $500, or three months 


in jail with a fine of $100. She is also, through 
the courtesy of the court, given a week ‘‘to 
arrange her home affairs,“ as her attorney, 
Marshall McDonald, put it. 


HER CRIME. ‘ 

The crime to which she pleaded gailty was 
committed, or rather one of the, crimes, on 
Apru 10 test; and Mrs. Jones ad April 25. 
Mrs. Bamberger was arrested immediately 


after and released on bond. She kneu that 
conviction was staring her in the face, or she 
would not have pleaded guilty. Under the 
circumstances she surely had plenty of time 
to arrange her home affairs.’ 15 


CORONER FRANK’S COMMENT. 

While a Post- DISPATCH reporter this morn- 
ing was reading over the evidence taken at 
the inquest on the body of Mrs. Jones, in 
the Coroner’s office, Coroner Frank 


came into the office. Seeing the 
scribe looking over the ty pewriten 
evidence, which had been taken in short- 
— as it dropped from the lips of the wit 
nesses, the Coronor asked the reporter what 
case he was looking up. When informed that 
it was the Bamberger case, the Coroner re- 
marked: 

don't see why they allowed that woman 
to get off so easily. It was a dead sure 
case and clinched.

Those 
are very hard cases to make, but in this case 
we had her dead sure. I don’t see why she 
was let off so easy.’’ 


THE EVIDENCE. 

It is no wonder that the Coroner gaveex- 
pression to his feelings as he did. There was 
first the evidence of Chas. E. Jones, husband 
of the murdered woman, who testified that 


his wife had told him that Mrs. Bam. 
berger had performed an operation on 
her. Then there were Dr. W. A. McCandless 
of 2327 Lafayette avenue, and dis as- 
sistant, Dr. John J. James, who 
were called in afier the operation 
to attend Miss Jones. Both of the doctors 
testifed that Mrs. Bamberger confessed that 
she had committed the crime. Dr.:-McUan- 
dies’ testimony was that she confessed is 
to him. Mrs. Ellen Van Duyne of 1621 
Ohio avenue and other ladies gave good cor- 
roborative testimony. In fact, rs. Van 
Duyne’s testimony alone was strong enough 


to convict Mrs. Bamberger with the 
crime without any other testimony. 
She was in the sick-room and, at Mrs. Jones’ 


request, performed an act seeking to relieve 
Mrs. Jones' sufferings. Shortly after Mrs. 


Bamberger came in and began ap- 
parently to make preparations to 
do something for the sufferer. Mrs, 


Van Duyne, anticipating what Mrs. Bam 
berger was going to do, told her that she 
had performed the service, and Mrs. Bam- 
berger said that in that case it was all right. 
Mr. Bishop was asked by a Post-Dispatcu 
reporter to-day togive his reasons for al- 
lowing Mrs. Bamberger to plead as she did.

BELL’S OPINION, 

Ex-City Counselor Leverett Bell acknowl- 
edges that the Laclede’s charter is very 
broad, but does not believe it carries conduit 
privileges. If the Laclede should under- 
take to lay a conduit ander its charter from 
the Etate I think it would be stopped by the 
courts as soon as it had dug a spadeful of 
earth. The Laclede’s charter is a perpetual 
one and Is very broad, Dut it does not, in my 


opinion, confer the right to construct and 
operate a conduit. When that charter was 
granted by the Legislature it was not sup- 
posed that much could be made of it, The 
st. Louis Gas Co. was in possession of the 
city, and it was not Delieved that the Laclede 
could pick up any business of value. Fifteen 
years after the charter was granted it was 
taken in hand by some St. Louis capitalists, 
who expended a great deal of money in 
getting Eastern capital interested in it. But 
it was not for several years that it got into 
the position to make war on the &t. Louis Gas 
Co. and eventually to force a division of the 
territory. By the way, the Laciede’s charter 
is one of not more than a half dosen per- 
petual charters granted by the Legislature. 
The Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad Co, has one, 
the Masonic Grand Lodge of Missouri another 
andthe Laclede a third. Those are alll re- 
member now, but there may be two 
or three more. But the charter 
does not authorize the construction of a con- 
duit to carry electric wires. Mr. Bell con- 
strues the paragraph of the municipal elec- 
tric lighting contract quoted above to mean 
that the city shall only pay a just proportion 
of the expense of placing the wires under 
ground after the advantages accruing to the 
Companies from the burial of their wires 
shall have been deducted.

Prominent Attention Called to the Fact 

That the Trust Had Helped the Demo- 
dratio Party in the Last Campaign 
With a Contribution ot 8500,000— 
Maudlin Talk About Saving the Par- 
ty Honor—Another Spirited Speech 
by Senator White — Combinations 
Forming. 


CONSERVATIVE DEMOCRATS. 


Talk of a Combination With Republicau 
Senators Agatnat the Tariff. 
‘WasSHINGTON, D. O., Feb. 28.—There has 
been a great of talk about the probability of 
a coalition between the ‘‘conservative’’ 
Democrats and Republicans in the Senate in 
opposition to the passage of the Wil- 
son bill in its present shape, but 
the results of the Democratic cau- 
cus indicate that {this combination 


will not be made, but the votes of these con- 
servative Democrats may be cast for the Re- 
publican proposition to recommit the Dill 
and grant hearings. But even that, if ac- 
complished, would not avall anything. The 
Finance Committee would not obey tnstruc- 
tions that would oblige it to stultify itself. 
The majority, by a unanimous vote taken a 
month ago, decided against hearings, and 
has done its work in its own way. It will 
stand by the record and by that work. 
If the bill, by a vote of the Re- 
publicans and ‘‘conservatives,’’ should 
be recommitted, the committee would re- 
port it back the next day unchanged; or, if 
changed at all, with those concessions which 
have been putinto the bili to placate con- 
servative clamor stricken out. And this 
would be repeated until the Senate forbore 
further opposition. In a fight like that the 
Finance Committee would hold the whip 
hand. A committee cannot be coerced to its 
own humiliation by its own action. 

On the question of amendments in the Sen- 
ate the ‘‘Conservatives’’ will de forced to 
make terms with their own side. The Re- 
peblican Senators tntend to follow the same 
course pursued by their brethren in the 
House when the bill was passing that body. 
They will render no assistance in recasting 
the measure unless the work is to be thor- 
ough. They will not come to the rescue of 
isolated articles here and there at the 
call of this or that conservative“ Senator 
who may desire to strengthen himself with 
his constituents atthe expense of the bill. 
The whole form of the Dill is to be changed if 
the Republicans are to become a controlling 
factor inthe fight, and that not even the 
**conservatives’’ themselves could afford. 
In the end, therefore, however much wrang-

* Was one of the most animated if not sensa- 
tional of those yet held, and it was plainly 
developed that the politicians of the party 
are fighting the battle of the Sugar Trust to 
the bitter end. 
There are charges and counter-charges 
made behind closed doors of the marble 
room, and at one time the remarkable state- 
ment was made that it was the duty 
of the Democratig party to stand by its 
friends and that it was plain justice that 
something must be done tosupport the Sugar 
Trust. It was openly stated that the trust 
and its stockholders had helped the Demo- 
cratic party in the last campaign by a contri- 
bution of $500,000, and that a discriminating 
duty must be put upon sugar to save the 
**party’s honor. 
The friends of the trust fought like tigers in 
‘their efforts to induce the caucus to favor 
their views. Senator White, the new Asso- 
Ciate Justice, who was so bitterly scored in 
yesterday afternoon’s caucus for remain- 
ing in the Senate and fighting the 
dattle for the sugar planters, made another 
spirited speech to-day, in which he advo- 
Cated the placing of 1/2 cents per pound duty 
on raw sugar, but there is no real prospect 
of its being adopted.

The fight now in progress over the Sur- 
veyorship of the Port at St. Joseph is of 
more than local interest.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—The opinions 
of Justice Brewer which Representative 
‘of Wisconsin would have investigat- 

ed, resolutions to which effect he introduced 
yesterday, were both in cases of strikers 


‘who were accused of interfering with rall- 


road property in the hands of receivers. Two 
of them, Edward Doolittie and William 
Scebanbacker, were arrested for interfering 
with the moving of cars on the Wabash, St. 
Logis & Pacific at Hannibal, Mo., in 1885, and 
were brought before Justice Brewer for con- 
tempt of court, for which he punished them. 
The decision of Justice Brewer is thus sum - 
Marized in the Federal reports: 

Where the employes of a railroad com- 
pany, whose property is in the custody of 
this court, by concert of action quit work 
and take possession of, and obstruct the 
movement of engines and cars on the tracks 
ofsaid company, and while so doing also 
take possession of or obstruct the operation 
Ofengines or cars in the custody of the re- 
Ceivers of the court, it is the right and duty 
of the court to punish such acts as contempt 
of its authority. If a party engaged in a 
lawful undertaking unintentionally inter- 
feres with or obstructs the officers of tnis 
court inthe discharge of their duties the 
court is not tenacious of its prerogative, but 
it is otherwise where parties while engaged 
in an unlawful act obstruct the officers al- 
though intending no contempt. 

This court is open to hearjany just ground 
of complaint against receivers. Employes or! 
receivers may present their grievances, and 
the court will instruct its officers in these 
premises. For this reason the court will be 
prompt to punish men who interfere with 
receivers in the custody and control of prop- 
erty. 

A simple request to do or not to doa 
thing made by one or more of a body of 
strikers under circumstances calculated to 
convey a threatening intimation with a de- 
sign to hinder or obstruct employes in the 
performance of their duties is not less 
obnoxious than the use of physical force, A 
request under such circumstances is 
@ direct threat and will be punished as 


guch.’’ 

The other case was that of railroad men in 
Colorado, brought before Justice Brewer on 
similar charges in the same year. The 
Federal report gives his opinion as follows: 

‘*Whereemployes of a railroad company 
that is in the hands of a receiver appointed 
by the court are dissatisfied with wages paid 
they may abandon the employment and by 
persuasion or argument induce other em- 
ployestodothe same, but if they resortto 
threats or violence to intimidate others to 
leave, or accomplish their purpose without 
actual violence by overawing theothers by 

reconcerted demonstrations of force and 

hus prevent the receiver from operating the 
road, they are guilty of contempt of court.’’

~~ JEWELERS AROUSED. 
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Ready to Inaugurate a Crusade Against 
Infringing Merchants. 


Mr. Newton Dexter, the gentleman who 
has come all the way from Albany, N. Y., to 
organize the retall Jewelers of Missouri into 
an association to crush out allthe fakes and 
fakirsinthejewelry business, held a con- 
ference with President Herman Mauch and 
the directors of the Missouri Retall Jewelers’ 
Association in room 877 atthe Lindell last 
night and urranged the preliminaries for 
the meeting at 322 Locust Street Friday even- 
ing, at which the new association will be 
formally organized, 

Mr. Dexter, who has achieved a national 
reputation for the various crusades he has 
led against the many encroachments on the 
retall jeweler’s business, is particularly 
gore“ on the Illegitimate methods em- 
ployed by some manufacturers, and thinks 


that the only way to counteract the baneful 
influences of the tactics of the manufactur- 
ers is by thoroughly orzantzing the retailers 
and drafting prohibitory laws. He has thor- 
oughly organized the Eastern States, and is 
certain of doing the same in Missouri. 

Wnat we wish to crush out principally,’’ 
said Mr, Dexter this petitions eis the ‘all 
channels open’ policy pursued by some man- 
ufacturers. By this we mean that in the 
jewelry, asin all other branches of trade, 
there are certain legitimate channels of 
trade. In the jewelry business there are 
three—the manufacturer, jobber and retaller. 
Now we ciaim the retail irade is large 
enough in this country to supply all the 
watches for which there is a legitimate de- 
mand. But when the manufacturer, by aid 
of his Joober, goes outside of the regular 
channels, he is doing the retail branch a 
great injury, For example, our food laws 
are not one-quarter rigid enough 
for safety in this country. A spice 
manufacturer puts upspices in cans that 
have attractive labels and with so many 
pounds he offers a magnificent gold watch, 
This present inauces the grocer to purchase, 
By this means a large Lumber of watches are 
disposed of annually, yet the legitimate re- 
tall trade reaps no beuefit therefrom. 

This policy enablesthe tobacco manufac- 
turer, who gives watches as presents with 
his goods,to dispose of thousands upon 
thousands of watches; it enabies every man 
ufacturer to get all the watches ue wants; 
the clothing man to allow sales of watches tu 
take place in his store, and pocket all the 
commission he receives unon tus sala, for 
She, two or three weeks. All the advertise- 
ments are inserted over his name, and 
in almost every particular case these 
‘fads’’ are false and misleading, and 
reflect upon the retail jeweler. If these goods 
were advertised upon their merit, they 
wouldn’t sell enough to pay cierk hire. 

»The question is ‘How can this practice be 
stopped?’ I think the Legislature and the 
police might do it. All the drop a nickel-In- 
the-slot- machines that deal la gold (?) 
watches are clearly a violation of the lottery 
laws. Through our efforts in stirring upthis 
matter the Kentucky Legislature las just 
passedalaw condemninbg them. The chief 
of police at Cincinnati nas ordered them out 
of all places, and it seems to me the Chief of 
Police of every city has it in his power to do 
the same thing.

IN THE INTEREST OF SCIENCE, 


A New Yorker Offers Himseif for Experi- 
ments With the Mcrphire Antidote. 
New YorK, Feb. 28.—Dr. Howard L. Nel- 
son, who has been conducting an extensive 
series of experiments for curing cases of 
morphine poison, was somewhat startied by 
an offer from a man to take, fora small con- 
sideration, enough morphine tokill him, so 
that the remedy might be tried. The 
candidate has met with misfortunes, 


and is willing to take 9 chances 
for compensation and the advancement 
of sciences. The man’s name is G. L. Von 
Blucher, but despite his evident anxiety Dr. 
Nelson says he will not for an instant con- 
sider the proposal. 

All the experiments so far have been made 
upon. dogs with unvarying success, The 
antidote used is permanganate of potassum, 
and its action is said to be as rapid and direct 
as that of the poison. 

In speaking of a reported test of the anti- 
dote made vy Dr. Burch of Carthage, Mo., 
who deciares it a fallure. Dr. Neison said: 

**I never heard of Burch,’’ said Dr. Nelson, 
but if the newspaper account sent me is 
correct, he has no one but himself to blame 
for his tailure, He did not pursue our meth- 
ods. Dr. Burch injected four grains of mor- 
phine, and then followed with four grains of 
permanganate of potassium, both being 
given hypodermically. We gave four grains 
of morphine and nearly twice as much per- 
manganate, the antidote being administered 
one-third bypodermically and two-thirds by 
way ofthe mouth. We have tried nine ex- 

eriments, and all have been successful, Dr. 

urch tries an experiment in which he does 
not administer the antidote properly, and 
then cries ‘failure.’ Theantidote has been 
tried with success upon a man who took a 
large dose of morphine. ine case was re- 
ported in the newspapers.

All London Busy With Rumors of the 
Premier’s Resignation. 


CONFERENCE WITH THE QUEEN ‘AT 
BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 


The Frime Minister’s Secretary Says Mr. 
Gladstone Has Not Resigned—No Con: 
tradiction of Reports cf His Contem- 
plated Early Retirement — Extra 
Editions of Newspapers Chronicle 
Hourly Developments and Rumors. 


Loxpon, Feb, 28.—Again to-day the air was 
filled with rumors that Premier Gladstone 
had resigned, The reports of yesterday were 
reproduced in the morning papers and they 
were the only topic of talk at the clubs and 
places where people congregate. 

The rumor of Mr. Gladstone’s intended 
resignation hasastrong semblance of truth, 
when in spite of the cold, the aged 
Premier drove from his official Downing 
street residence to Buckingham Palate in an 
open phaeton at 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
Upon arriving atthe palace, Mr. Gladstone 
was immediately admitted to the presence 
of the Queen. 

The audience between the Queen and ber 
Prime Minister lasted thirty minutes, whe, 
Mr. Gladstone emerged from the palace and 
entering his carriage was driven back to 
Downing street. 

Soon after the Premier’s return from Buck.- 
ingham your correspondent called at the 
Downing street house-and was recelved by 
Mr. Littleton, the Secretary of the rremler. 
The Secretary was informed of the rumors in 
the city and the bulletins concerning Mr. 
Gladstone’s intentions printed in the extra 
edition of the evening papers,and asked to 
state if there was avy toundation for the re - 
ports. 

Mr. Littleton stated that he was not au- 
thorized to speak for Mr. Gladstone concern- 
ing his intentions, but that the Premier had 
not tendered his resigaation to the queen. 

The correspondent then asked Mr. 
Littleton If the situation is at present 
exactly the same as when Sir Algernon 
West telegrapled from Blarritz after the 
Pall Mali Gazette had started the report that 
Mr. Gladstone intended to resign. 

After some hesitation ur. Littleton replied 
that the situation of affairs was the 
same as when the much-discussed Biarritz 
dispatch was sent. It will be remembered 
that the dispatch sent to the London 
papers by Sir Algernon West, and 
regarded as being fully authorized dy Mur. 


Gladstone, was very vague and suscept ble of 


a double construction, While it seemed to 
deny that the Premier was seriously contem- 
plating his early retirement, many regard it 
as paving the way to that step. 

The general opinion seems to be, however, 
that Mr. Gladstone has either resigned or 
will shortly resign the Premiership. 

The Edinburgh Evening News to-day repeats 
emphatically that Mr. Gladstone has re- 
signed and that the Premiership has been 
offered to Lord Roseberry. 

The Times declares that whatever is done 
about the leadership, it is certain that home 
rule will be dropped, and that neither Lord 

toseberry nor Sir William Vernon-Harcourt 
is likely to revive it. The Times adas: ‘‘How- 
ever they may differ upon other points, they 
know perfectly well that the Britis: public is 
sick of paying blackmail to crime conspir- 
ators.’’ 

The Independent of DuDlin acceptsi the re- 
port of Mr. Gladstone's retirement as mean- 
ing that the movement in favor of home rule 
will be dropped. 

The Freeman's Journal party will continue to 
insist that the settlement of the Irish ques- 
tion be the controlling aim of whatever Min- 
istry governs. 

Mr. Gladstone is understood to have made 
a proposal to his colleagues to revive the 
home rule question in the shape of a resolu- 
tion, pledging the House of Commons to deal 
with home rule for Ireland at the following 
session Of Parllament. This proposal is said 
not to have found favor with the Cabinet 
Ministers, 


American Meat Inspection. 


BERLIN, Feb. 28.—At a meeting ot the Farm- 
ers’ League Prof. Mueller and Herr Werner, 
director of the Agricultural High School, de- 
nounced the manner in which American 


Meats were inspected. They said that they 
based their judgment upon personal studies 
made in Cnicago.

SUSPENSION POLICY OF THE BUREAU 
CAUSING THE CONTENTIONS. 


— 


Representative Martin's Proviso Does 
‘Not Seem to Have. Removed the In- 
justice Practiced Toward Pensioners— 
Republicans Making. Charges—Piock- 
ler’s Bill to Throw Open the Files.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—There have 
been two or three meetings of the Committee 
on Invalid Pensions lately at which the dis- 
cussions have waxed to a very higu heat. 

In one form or another the policy of the 
Pension Bureau in suspending pensioners 
underlies most of the contention. When the 
proviso was inserted in a deficiency bill last 
December that a pension should be a vested 
right to the extent that it could not be sus- 
pended or taken away without thirty cays’ 
notice tothe pensioner and information of 
the nature of the charges against him, the 
principal bone of contention was thought to 
have been removed. This legislation was 
inserted in the bill at the suggestion of the 
‘Chairman of the Committee, Representative 
Martin, an Indiana Democrat, although it 
had previously been urged by Representa- 
tives on the floor uf the House. 

Charges are now being brought forward by 
Republican members that the Commissioner 
of Pensions is ignoring the act of last De- 
cember. Specific cases were called to 
the attention of the House by 
Representative Tawney of Minnesota, 
in a resolution of inquiry regarding 
the construction placed upon the law by the 
Interior Department. | 

Chairman Martin of the committee has in- 
timated that if these charges can be sus- 
tainedan ironclad resolution oract which 


would force the department to carry out the 
views of Congress in its policy, should be 
passed. 

Another pension question to come before 
the House will be raised over the action of 
the committee in voting yesterday to make 
an unfavorable report of the bill of Repre- 
sentative Pickler to throw open the files of 
the Pension Bureau to pensioners, applicants 
and their attorneys. 

Members of the committee who are sup- 
posed to be In touch with the bureau opposed 
this proposed innovation on the ground that 
it would make much additional work for the 
Pension Office clerks and create confusion 
among the files. 

Mr. Pickler, on the other nand, argues that 
applicants or pensioners should, in justice, 
be permitted to review all the evidence 
against themin possession of the authorities 
and not be left to Nile in the dark. 

A minority resolution in support of the 
plan will be presented to the House so that 
the lines for battle will be sharply drawn. 


LONG’S INJUNCTION GRANTED. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Judge Cox of the 
District Supreme Court to-day granted the 
injunction asked for by Judge Charles 


D. Long of the Michigan Supreme Court to 
restrain the Commissioner of Pensions from 
reducing bis pension from $72 t $59 a month, 
as the Commissioner announced he would 
do. 


THE ELEVENTH CENSUS. 


Forces Being Reduced and the Work 
Nearing Completion. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28,—The ap- 
proaching completion of the census work is 
causing a gradual depletion of the personnel 
of the bureau. The dismissal of thirty em- 
ployes took effect to-day. This makes a total 
of 100 dismissals during February. The 
number of employes has been reduced 
to 900. Three fioors of the former main 


building at Third andG. streets were given 
up by the office to-day. This leaves only the 
small printing establishments ofthe bureau 
remaining in that building. The Weaith, 
Debt and Taxation Division was also abol- 
ished to-day. Its clerical force had deen re- 
duced to eleven, andthe names of most of 
these were inciuded into-day’s listof dis- 
Missals. Those remaining were transferred 
to other divisions. John K. Upton of New 
Hampshire, Chief of the Division, and one or 
two assistants, were retained, to revise the 
final report of the division. 

The Insurance and Transportation Divis- 
ions will be abolished March 15. There will 
be no more general discharges until then. 
Col. Carroll Wright, the Superintendent, 
said to-day: ‘*The census volumes are being 
brought out on the plan that was originally 
adopted. No facts collected by the eleventh 
census are being ‘suppressed or in any 
eliminated. The reports are be- 
ing compressed into as small space 
as possible, taking into consideration 
the integrity of the census and the credit of 
the Government.“

Complimented by Germany. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—Postmaster- 
General Bissell has received a letter from Dr. 
Von Stephen, Secretary of State for the Post- 
office Department of Germany, compliment- 
ing the department for its exhibit at the- 
World's Fair. The department has been 
asked to secure models of the dog team used 
for carrying mails over the snow in Michigan 
and to the Rocky Mountain stage coach. 
Both of these were exhibited at the Fair. 
The models are wanted for exhibition in Ger- 
many’s Postal Museum. The Postmaster- 
General will probably grant the request, as 
the models will be paid for by the German 
Government. odcls of two United States 
railway postal cars were sent to Germany by 
the department two years ago. They cost 
that country $1,000 each. 


Bryan’s Jury Bill. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 28.—Congressman 
Bryan of Nebraska has introduced a bill in 
amendment of the Revised Statutes to pro- 
vide that in civil cases three-fourths of a 


jury may render a verdict, which shall have 
the same force as a unanimous verdict does 


at present. Mr. Bryan saye: There is no 
reason why litigants should be compelled to 
fight until one can secure a unanimous ver- 
Gict. Disagreements are usually caused by 
one or two members of the jury and a three - 
fourths verdict would settle most cases, 
making a great saving of costs.

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A MAYOR IMPEACHED. 


J. W. Magsdale of Moberly Found Guilty 
of Negicct of Duty. 


MOBERLY, Ma, Feb. 28.+For the second 
time recently the City Council of Moberly has 
acted as a court of impeachment. The first 
time wasto try W. A. Rothwell, City Attor- 
ney, for neglect of duty.
